San FiiANuisco, Oct. 5 —Nicholas Alex- 
ader Grebnit/.ky, tho Russian Imperial Gov- 
uruor of tliu CoinniuJoto group which in- 
oludes Copper, fiehring and Robbin seal 
islands, who arrived from Behring Island on 
t,lio Russian eteanicr Kotik, a few days 
aince, is on his way to St. IVtersljurg on 
matters oonncoled with the aealinf,' (|iie3tion 
and seal li'o, on wliieh ho is an authority, 
having spent aeventeou years as Governor of 
the Russian seal ialanda. "I have the ship's 
papers," said ho, "of seven sealing sohoon- 
ora — one American and six British— that 
were taicen away from these vessela by tho 
Ruaaian ciuiBtrs Valjouiz and Zubi.ika 
because tlm scalers were within the 
thirty-milo y.iiw of tho seal is- 
lands. Tho schooners wcrn ordered 
to report to tho American or Britiali con- 
sulates at Vokohiunn, which was the near- 
est port. Tlie fact that these vosBels were 
insiilii the prescribeil limit when they gave 
up their p ipers will now be a matter (or in- 
ternational adjustment. Tho closest that 
any of tho seal paaehera got to the rookeries 
was live miles.

When aakoil 
if the preaonce of tho British oruisera thia 
season had not been the cause of tho con- 
aervative conduct of the Ruaaian Govern- 
ment thia year, tho Governor replied : 

"Tho policy purauod thia aeason comes, I 
think, entirely from tho fact that the seal- 
ing question wos under arbitration. Of 
course, it was pleasant for the British 
sealers to have some of their own war ships 
near at band. I am called to Russia to con- 
fer with the Government ofBciala about all 
matteca relating to seal life. I have made a 
study of these fur-beacing animals and their 
habits. For the better protection of seals 
in Russian waters 1 shall advocate a zone of 
ninety miles around tho Commodore group 
instead of the thirty-milo limit, which 
holds good only for this year.

New York, Oct. 5.— A Herald Monte- 
video dispatch says ; Information has been 
received hero thot Admiral Mello's robol 
fleet ia again bouibarding Rio Janeiro. The 
fleet a few days ago moved out of range of 
tho forts to renew the attack on the city, 
throwing shot and shell Into the capital.

From Destcrro conies the announcement 
tliatapartof tho crews of the Brazilian 
warships Republica and Pallas, which re- 
cently arrived there, ha\G gone ashore and 
occupied the forts in that city, and on the 
island of Santa Cartharina. The intention 
is to establish a Mello's headquarters in 
Dcsterro and proclaim a Provisional Gov- 
ernment, 

Rio de Jankiro, Oct. 5. — Tho commund- 
era of the Britiah, Frencli, Italian, Ameri- 
can and Portuguese men-of-war here have 
received diapatchea giving them discretion- 
ary powor to take such action aa may aeem 
neceaaary to prevent any further attack by 
the rebel gunboats on the city which might 
endanger the lives and property of foreign 
subjects. The commanders have already 
acted on thia authorization by informing 
Admiral de Mello that no attack on the city 
will be permitted. Germany alonfe has re- 
frained from taking similar action on the 
ground that she does not desire to interfere 
in domestic troubles.

S.vN FitAN'cisco, Oct. 1. — Tho steamship 
Oceanic arrived this morning from Hong- 
kong and Yokohama via Honolulu with tho 
following advictis : 

Hon. Mackenzie Bowoll, Canadian minis- 
ter of trade, pasBed through here on his 
way to Australia, Hia miaaion there is to 
establish closer commercial relations be- 
ween the tsvn countriea. 

Sanford Fleming, C. M. G., passed 
through hero bound for the colonies, in con- 
nection with tho proposed Auatralian- 
Canadiatj cable. 

An interview with Minister Damon de- 
veloped the fact that the reserve fund of 
the Provisional Government is steadily in- 
creasing, and that; the Qovernment is in a 
good financial position. 

Klovtn lepers, two of whom were de- 
sorters from Kalajan valley, surrendered to 
the native police posse, on the islund of 
K.uiai, on September 21. They were found 
asleep in a hut in the seolttded Wainiha 
valley, on the northern point of Kauai, nest 
to Kalalan valley, .where the leper murderer 
Kollau is still hidden. The Government 
will Bond a lot of twenty odd lepers to 
MoloKai in a few days, which will virtu- 
ally bo the last of tho lepers at large in 
Hawaii, 

The people aro disappointed at receiving 
no news from the United ytates relative to 
annexation, but aro earnest in their desire 
to be taken under the Hag. The ministers 
expect that Minister Willis will have no- 
thing more than tho usual instructions. The 
Royalists claim, however, to have received 
assurances that such an election will be 
held. The Queen is actively canvassing the 
natives for the election, which she believes 
President Cleveland will order. The Pro- 
visional Government doea not credit tho ru- 
mored election. It ia tho con2mon belief 
that tho United States cannot insist on an 
election which might consign the, country Jio 
the decision of ignorant natives holding these 
views. 

The warship Boston sailed for San Fran- 
cisco September '2Q. A farewell reception 
waa tendered the officers and men of the 
H OS ton, and was one of the largest festive 
occasions in local historv. The executive 
building was beautifully decorated and the 
recess behind the dais of the former throne 
was devoted to the American flag. Over 
2,000 invitations were sent out, irrespective 
of party politics. Admiral .Skerrett allowed 
the baud from tho Philadelphia to 
contribute tho dance music. Tho (jovcrn- 
meiit Ijiind waa ht.itionid outside. 'J'be 
reception and ball took place iu the 
throne room and was a grand success, testi 
fyiiig fully to the popularity of tho I'oaton'a 
(jlllcers and men in Honolulu The commit- 
tee also met on board the Poston. Ample 
provision was made for a banfiuet to bo 
given tho men at soa. The Boston was 
eacorted aa far aw tho apar buoy by a gov- 
ernment tug and tho band. It ia stated 
that the l.'ai en ia much incensed ut the de- 
secration of her palaco by those festivities, 
and declares that when aha is restored she 
will have another palaco built.

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ON TltlAL Full MURDER. 

Tlio Ratlulown All'dir Before a Special 
Assizp, Under tbe New 
CriniionI Code. 

An InterestiDj; Cbaigre to tbe Grand 
Jnry— Incidents of the 
First Day. 



A speoial Msho for the trial of the case 
ag&inst John Wilson, Benman of the burk 
RuthdowD, for the murder of his fellow-sea- 
man, Daniel Jones, was held yoatorday, Mr. 
Justice Creuae prehiding. When those aum- 
nioned for the juries wore required to an- 
swer to their names, two of tbe grand and 
one of the petit jurors failed to answer, and 
they were aunimonod to appear before the 
Court to explain thoir nonattondanoo, Hon. A. 
N.Riahards,Q C, appeared withA.G. Smitb 
deputy attorney.gftneral, for the proaeou- 
tioD, and the prisoner'a oauuaet was J. P. 
Walla. 

Hia Lordship, in ^addressing the grand 
Jury, informed them that, for tbe first time, 
the provisions of the new criminal code of 
Canada governed the proceedings of the 
court, and ho proceeded to explain to them 
one material diiVtirenco arising out of that 
oirouniatanoo. Thiit wua the clearer deliui- 
tion, in the now codo, of tlie crirnca of mur- 
der and of manaliuigh'Lcr. Ho read tho sec- 
tioua of the code benring on tho eircuni- 
Btancea of this cuso us outlined in thodepoai- 
tiona, and culled altontion to the provision 
that when a man inllioted a wound with in- 
tent to do injury, and the result wua fatal, 
this constituted niurdor, even though the 
poraou inllicting the wound did not intend 
so grave a result; alt^o that if a nuin used u 
weapon with reckless disregard for life, with 
no special intention, and death ensued, he 
was guilty of murder. Ho fur- 
ther pointed out that tlio 
was atill iiiunlur If a unin Imd in his mind 
the killing or woundlnL' of snmn purticu 
person and by mistake killed anotlier 
againat whom ho had no ill-will, Thio 
point had, he said, bearing upon the caao in 
court, inasmuch as on the evening of tlie 
alleged murder of Jonca the accused had 
had a violent quarrel with John Francis, 
and it waa just possible that the blow which 
had sent Jones to his death waa not 
tended for him, but for someone involved 
in the quarrel shortly before. Hia Honor 
impressed upon the grand jury the fact 
that though the sailors of tbe R»thdown 
were very drunk on the evening in ques- 
tion, drunkenness waa no exouse for crime, 
and he quoted from M-r. Justiee Stephen, 
one of tbe moat notable anthoritiea in Eng- 
land, to the effect that if drunkenness is to 
be accepted aa an excuae, the Criminal 
courts might just aa well be cloaed. He ex- 
plained to the tjrand jury that thoir duty 
was simply to aso-irtain whether or not 
■there was a j>rij)ia/acie case to lay before 
the petit jury, who would in turn be in- 
structed as to their duty in dealing with 
the evidence presented. 

The grand jury choae Jas. Hutoheson aa 
foreman. The other members were M. Muir, 
A. J, MoLellan, F. Elworthy; L. B. Ham- 
lin, G. Walker, R. R. Bayno, M. Young, 
John Earaman, John Pellelier, John Toague, 
C. Spencer, A. W. More, D. R. Ker, D. 
Pemberton and J. E. Crane. The jury hav- 
ing retired to thoir room the Court took re- 
cess for an hour. 

When the court reassembled at 1 olclock, 
the grand jury had not examined any wit- 
nesses and consequently retired again for 
that purpose. The case of John Fromia, 
the Bailor on the Rithdown, charged with 
assault upon the prisoner Wilson was also 
put in their hands. It waa not long beforo 
the grand jury relumed a true bill on the 
murder caae, and John Wilson being put in 
the dock pleaded not guilty, and hia trial waa 
proceeded with beforo tho following jury: 
R Drake, foreman, Joa. Levy, W^m. Gould, 
D Fulton, John G, Thompson, George Lyall, 
I), tiruham. Win. Hatch, Jamea Jonea, 
James M. Rusaell, H. T. L.' Fisher, and 
James Walker. Hon. A. N. Richards opened 
the case for the prosecution in an address to 
the jury in which he reviewed the facts, 
with which the public are already familiar, 
and as to the bearing the fact that the pris- 
oner was drunlc had upon the oonae(iue'nces 
of his aotf, be spoke in the same strain as 
that of His Ijorddhip's address to the grand 
jury. 

The examination of the witnesses was 
then proceeded with, the first called being 
Captain Morrissey, master of the ship. The 
othera examined were John Francis, who 
had the Srat trouble with the prisoner, and 
William Alexander, another able aeamau. 
There waa little or nothing now elicited. 
The proceedings, however, proved highly 
interesting to the crowd who lilled the 
court-room and galleriec, on account of the 
eccenlriciliea of the |jolored , witnesses. 
John Francis is a well built, good looking 
man, a native of the West Indies, and not- 
withstanding the serious charge of assault 
against him, created (juito a favorable im- 
pression in court as he gave his evidence, 
and incidentally told about the assault for 
which he is to bo put on trial to-morrow. 
According to him the prisoner Wilson was 
coming towur Js him with vicious intent, 
when the witness drew back, jumped over 
his chest, and quickly turning, knocked 
down the accused with a awiuging blow. 
The witness Alexander, who is a full 
blooded negro youth yet in hia teens, gave a 
very graphic description of the occurrances 
of the evening, us seen by him from hia 
bunk, to which he pretty closely confined 
himself. Asked at one time why he 
had' not informed tbe captain of the 
stabbing when it occurred instead 
of leaving it to be discovered from 
the groans of the dying man on the deck, 
ho convulsed with laughter everybody ex- 
cept the prisoner by the earnestness and 
frankness with which ho explained that had 
hu informed lie uught have got a share of 
the stabbing hiniaelf, because, as he said, 
"it is not the aaiiie on ahipboard as on 
shore, where you can get up ami run." The 
aituation on board ship w.ia tiiado plain to 
the judge and jury by the uho of largo dia- 
grams of the fortcaBtlc, which the witnesses 
were called iijion to explain to the jury at 
their box. 

The counsel fur the pn'finncr rigidly cross- 
examined the « itnu-sses, but thiy did not 
materially vary tlieir testimony. One 
jioint brought out in the prisoner's favor was 
that he had in the early part of the evening 
of the killing taken the part of John 
Francis, remonstrating with some of the 
other sailors who had contemptuously re- 
ferred to him as a "ooolio." VMlsoQ had 
peremptorily ordered thorn not to call the 
man out of bis right namo. In cross-exami- 
nation of Francis, ho caused that witness to 
produce from his pocket hia diaohargo 
papers from vessels on which ho bad previ- 
ously served, after glancing at wbiob His 
Lordship spoke of the good record which 
they helped ,to establish for their owner. 
Capt. Morrissey, who examined the papers, 
declared them to be quite regular. 

The prisoner stts in the box in an atti- 
tude of the deepest dejection. Ho is a 
Siouthern negro, perhaps SO years of age, of 
the darkest type, and has the appearance of 



tt man of very ■ infirm timber. When ho 
came into court he had . a great white 
bandngo about bis bead, but wheti later in 
the day this was • removedj''the'wouDd he 
liad received was seen to be. quite healed 
It has, however, left an ugly 'soar, a^oouple 
of inches long, on the baok of hia head. ' 

Alexander was still in, the -witness box 
when at 6.15 o'clock the oourt adjourned 
until this morning. The case will last all 
to-day, and perhaps longer. 

During tlie afternoon the grand jury 
brought in a true bill against John Francis, 
for aoooult, and they wore then discharged. 

EARLY DAYS IN B. C 

To THE Editor ;— Noticing lu your daily 
paper tho other morning about an old 
pioneer arriving in thia city and giving a 
few outlinoa about early daya, I wish to 
stito tho fact that some of hia statements 
are wrong. First, tho namo of "Governor" 
Langloy is mentioned, but there was never 
such a Governor known in thia Province, 
nor was there a man known aa " Governor " 
Walker, tho only Governor being Sir Jamea 
Douglas, tho Governor of Ikitiah Columbia. 
With regard to the ateamer. Surprise, on 
Indian is mentioned to have piloted her to 
Fort Hope. That ia a mistake as I piloted 
tho steamer to Hope myself. I might also 
atato that I piloted tho ateamer Seabird up 
to Hope twice, the only two trips she o\'er 
made to that port. 1 was at that time 
sustoms house ollicer at Fort Langloy. I 
am now one of the oldest pioneers of this 
Province, arriving here in 1851 with the H. 
ii. C. Company. P. Mansom. 



PARLIAMENT OF BELiaiUNS. 

To TiiK Editor :— In view of the claim of 
Christianity to be the only religion from 
God revealed, it is not to be wondered at 
that tho representatives of. the world's re- 
ligions should have gone away triumphant 
and pleased from the so-called Parliament 
at Chicago. It is moro aurpriaing that 
Chriatian ministers should have allowed 
themselves to bo lured into a concession so 
lUttcring to human pride, and so hostile to 
the supremacy of the truth. 

The argument against the truth, grounded 
on the sins of Christians, deplorable ua thoao 
sins aro, ia surely of the most transparent 
kind. The truth was never so cordially 
hated as when heavenly pure and uncor- 
ruptod. Gibbon knew how to use thia 
weapon when ho attacked t'hriatianity not 
at the fountain head, but lower down in the 
etream of corruption wherewith its false 
adherents had mingled it. 

At the same time it may bo feared that 
so long as missionaries to the heathen go 
preaching tho 'Church' in any of ita forma 
or branchea, instead of appearing before 
men with a mesaaii;o and command from God 
to a// meu to repent and believe the Gospel, 
ao long will their efforts be moro or less a 
failure. The purest church, like the purest 
Christian, ia more or less stained, 
but the word of God is true, and 
abidoth forov^er. To deliver that 
word, parliament or no parliament, 
with all forbearance, love and pity, .but as. an 
imperative message from God, to be received 
or rejected at men's own peril, is anrely the 
only stand which a servant of God may law- 
fully take in addressing hia fellowmen on the 
subject of religion.

"Hark FEOM THE TOMBS." 

Ifontbs for Ualllne a Postal 

Crltlclzlngr a state Senator.

New York, Oct. 5. — A doleful aound 
cornea from within tho Tombs. It is the 
appeal orf William MoNair, a well known 
trade unionist of this city, and who waa 
recently aentenoed to four montba' impris- 
ment and a ' fine of $500 for addresaing a 
postal card to State Senator Charles P. 
McClelland, oriticidng him aa a voter for 
hia oppoaicion to the bill making ten 
hours a day's woric on surface and ele- 
vated railroads. MoNair'a appeal is ad- 
dressed tu the working men and women 
of the country at large. Ho calls atten- 
tion to the ferocious brutality of hia acn- 
tenoe, and says that the proposition that 
has been made to hini that he might obtain 
hia release by ajjolugizing is only an added 
indignity. Urging the workingmen of tho 
country to demand the immediate repeal of 
what he terms tho infamous Comstock post- 
al law, he concludes aa follows : 

" Tho public acts of a public servant aro 
always proper and legitinmlo aubjecta of 
criticism. This right of criticism wua es- 
tablished in England one hundred years 
agj by Sheridan, Fox and Wilkes. It has 
been maintained in this country until 
now. Shall this, ono of our most im- 
portant liberties, bo lost at a time when 
our nation felicitates itself upon the 
oomplotion of a century of miignitioent 
achievement? Shall a public servant bo 
permitted to suppress criticism by savage 
methods intended merely for terrorism, 
and in nowise decisive of tho justice or in- 
justice of the criticism itself? Had my 
punishment been burning at the stake, tho 
weight or merit of my stricture upon the 
language of the Senator would remain un- 
changed. For this reason I want my fel- 
low-countrymen to kno-w why I am in 
prison, and I want them to decide whether 
four months of jail torture and $500 fine 
is tho best answer the Senator can make 
to tho points I have raiaod."

Tho cu]) of tho Senate's iniquity 
ia lining rapidly. It ia reaching tho loweat 
eatate to whioli it can fall. A little moro of 
thia toying with tho lives and fortunes of 
tho people, and ita disgrace will bo coin- 
pluto and ita circle piulty nearly liniaheil. 
riiu oi\ly reliabilitJtion ,)naaible lies in the 
reaiimption by the niujoriiy of tho control 
to which it ia entitled by every principle of 
uonatitutional government and legislative 
sanity, and the rescue of the body from the 
ahunie that a reckless minority ia hooping 
higher and higher with every day that 
puaaea, 

Tho proapi'ct of reform in tlie Senate ia 
not bright. The process of donioralizatiou 
which began some time ago is still going on 
and is likely to oontinuo. 

ATOUOH JOB. 



Mr. F. C. Cotton honored Victoria with a 
visit in tho early part of the present week. 
Kumor Bays that his business was cliii lly, if 
not altogether, political. Ho o.mio in hia 
capacity of organizer-in chief of tho new 
Oppoaition. He, we are told, interviewed 
the Hon. Mr. Boaven and other members of 
the Provincial Assembly to see if they would 
unite with Brown, Kitchen, Cotton & Co. in 
opposing the preaent Ciovernnienl. We have 
not heard what hia succeaa was, or whelbtr 
or not he met with any succeaa, but it ia not 
likely that ho would prevail upon Meaars. 
Beaven, Mili\e and Grant to join a parly, the 
chief plank in whose platform ia oppoaition 
to the erection of the Provincial buildings 
in Victoria, a measure which all these gen- 
tlemen voted for. Tho ohitf capital of the 
agitatora we have named — now that they 
have been forced to put seaeasion in the 
background — is condemnation of the Gov- 
ernment for appropriating ?600,000 for the 
erection of Parliamentary and Depart- 
mental buildings in Victoria. Deprive 
them of thia grievance and they 
would be, politically speaking, the most pov- 
erty-stricken set of agitators that ever tried 
to talk themselves into power. Thia Messrs. 
BeaveA, Grant and Milne' know very well, 
tind so do the leading opponents of the Gov- 
ernment in this city. Mr. Cotton and liis 
f; lends inuat have a very poor opinion of 
tho three city mcinbera named, if he expects 
them to join a i)urly, the chief and, we hail 
almost written, tho only plank in whose 
pUtform ia oppoaition to a measure which 
thfy supported. They must see that, by 
giving aid and comfort to Crown, Kitchen, 
Cotton & Co., they condemn themselves and 
uU who approve of the erection iu Victoria 
tf tho new Parliament buildings. 

The new Oppoaition may deny that they 
depend upon their condemnationof the public 
buildings grant for support. As they have 
already, aa far as they dare, repudiated tho 
sec -abiou plank of their platform, thoir de- 
nial will only have the effect of proving to 
till' people that they poaseas neither prin- 
ciple nor sincerity. It is abundantly evi- 
dent that those who have been prevailed 
upon to give them support and counten- 
ance havo done so chiefly because of their 
li.ul, violent and continuous denunciation of 
the buildings grant. 

The luland Sentinel, which appears to be 
rather friendly to the Constitutional League, 
in an article upon it saya : " The immediate 
c tuse of the Constitutional League was the 
determination on the part of the Govern 
rcent to erect new publio buildings at Vic- 
toria; and to such a pitch of indignation did 
this proposition carry its opponents that a 
division of tho laland from tho Mainland 
was urgently advocated by the more ex- 
cited of tho opponents." 

According to this, the erection of tho 
publio buildings in Victoria is the r(ti.<on 
d'etre, of tho Conatitutional League. Il ia 
then exceedingly cool in Mr. Cotton and 
tho other Constitutional Leaguers to aak 
repreaontatives of Victoria to join an or- 
ganizition, tho very reason for whose 
existence ia a measure of which they ap- 
prove and to which they gave their support. 
If Mr. Cotton aaked tho gentlemen wo havo 
named to join the Conatitutional League, or 
to give tho men who aro prominent in form- 
ing it their aid and countenance in any 
shape or way, ho simply osked them to 
make fools of thcmaelves. 



Wo truat that tho Ijiberal politicians of 
Canada havo their cyea open to what ia now 
going on iu the United States. Tho doni- 
iiiant party in that country at the laat gen- 
eral election promiaed the people to reform 
tho tarill in the direction of free trode. 
riioy denounced protection as " robbery," 
and, of course, thoy cannot bo expected, 
now that thoy have the power to put a atop 
toil, to continue tho "ruboery." Tho> 
h.ivo, therefore, sot about lel iruiiiig tin- 
tarill'. In order that they may not appear 
to make their reform hastily and arbitrarily, 
they have invited persons interested in 
trade, minufaolures and agriculture to ap 
poar before tho Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, who have been entruated with the 
work of prep iring tho now tarill' bill, t" 
give information as to how tho tarill ought 
to be framed. 

Tho invitation haa been acoopted by a 
large number of persona whose buaineaa ia 
likely to be adversely affected by a change 
in the tarill in tho direction of free trade. 
To the embarraaament and annoyance oi 
the members of tho committee and 
other members ot tho House pledged 
to tariff reform, a large proportion 
of the witnesses who appear before 
the committee to protest against taking the 
duties off commodities aro Democrats- 
staunch aupportera of the majority pledged 
to tariff reform in tho direction of free trade. 
Theae men say that if the protective duties 
are lowered or taken off", their buaineaa will 
be greatly injured or altogether ruined. 
They will be compelled to employ fewer 
hands, and to pay those whom they do em- 
ploy lower wages. For instance, represen- 
tatives of the iron and stoel industry ap- 
peared before tho committee and tcslifltd 
that they oniployod four hundred and fifty 
thousand workmen, upon whom were de- 
pendent for support two millions of people. 
Thia industry, if tho protective tariff is re- 
moved, will bo crippled, if not destroyed. 
Tho spokesmen of the woolen nmuufaoturers 
teatilied that they had a quarter of a million 
of employes, and and an annual pay-roll of 
twenty million of dollars. Thia industry 
was threatened with destruction by the ad- 
vocates of a tariff for revenue only. If 
those who protest against tho proposed re- 
form were Republicans alone, their remon- 
atrancea would be heard wi'h indifference 
and contempt by tho Dsmooratio n'iijjDrity, 
but aa there are almost as many Democratic 
as Republican protesters the politicians of 
the majority do not feel at all happy. 

It is evident, too that the reform will not 
bo ao sweeping aa many of tho free trade 
Democrats expected. It would not aurpriso 
us in tho least if the tariff, after it ia re- 
formed, will not be oonaiderably more pro- 
tective than the Canadian tariff is now. 

The Libsrala, who -ire making such 
fine promises now, may learn from what is 
going on in the States that when they 
once begin tho work of eliminating tho pro- 
tective element from the tariff, they will 
have to reckon with their own frienda as 
well as with their opponents. If they bo- 
lieve thot it is only Conaervativea who bene- 
fit by the protective tarill they are very 
greatly mistaken. Liberala, in pniportion 
to their numbers, benelit (juito aa largely 
as Conservatives. They would, in fact, tind 
it wholly impossible to make any sweeping 
reform such aa many Liberals are led t» ex- 
pect. The pressure brought to bear upon 
thom by their friends would be oltogother 
too groat. 



now they will become worse atill. 
In Harper's Weekly of the 30th ult., tho 
editor in an artiolo under tho heading "Our 
Kings" shows in a vivid and forcible manner 
tho depths into which the city Governments 
of Now York and Brooklyn have fallen. He 
says the foreign observer will behold in 
those cities " two men who hold no ofiScial 
position and aro under no public responsi- 
bility of any sort. But thoy rule those cities 
with tho well nigh absolute power of auto- 
crats." After desjribing tho v,-ay in which 
the boaaea exercise thoir power tho Weekly 
goes on to speak of their ahamelessnesa and 
corruption in those terms: 

But the boss taxes tho honor and solf- 
respeot of tho community oven more out- 
rageously than ita purse. As faithlessness 
to tho bosB is, in his eyes, tho worst crime 
ao is lidolity to his interests in hia eyes the 
highest virtue. Thia virtue niuat be 
waidcdand encouraged in every possible 
manner. No moral dolin([ueuoy, no bad re- 
pute, must be pormitteJ to stand iu the 
way of that reward and encouragement. 
Ho who eoniinite for the boas un offonce over 
ao infamous must bo treated aa no Icsa de- 
serving than an honeat man— nay, even aa 
more deaerving, for ho baa ahown that he 
can bo depeuiuul upon lo atop at nothing. 
Tho boss prefers an tina 'riipuloua and a 
tainted servant to ono that ia morally 
fastidious, It must be demimatratcd, theru- 
foro, that au unsavory record, a bad n niii', 
ia no bar to publio ptofermont. The peoj)l'J 
must be accustomed to aeeiiig in public 
I. nice men who ought lo bo in j lil. They 
muBt be acoustomod to voting for per 
sons for tho very reason that tho.se persuua 
ought not to ho voted for. They mual bo 
compelled to "vindicate" the evil-doera by 
conferrine public honora on litem. When a 
Mayor of Brooklyn has disgraced himaelf 
by doing the bidding of lio:ta McLaughlin, I 
that Mayor umst bo re-nomina'ed and re- I 
fleoted, not iu »]nU of hia disgrace, but he.- 
f-aiwe of it- in distinct rccoguitiou of tho 
diagraoi ful ai rvioes rendered. BossCroker, 
of Now VorU, had onco distinguished him- 
self by killing a man, which old-fashioned 
people considered an abje<;lionable feature 
of h s career. He insisted that one of his 
faithful followers, who had alao killed a 
man, should be appointed by the Mayor of 
Now Voik to an important municipal oflBce. 
The .Mayor, although faithful to the hiss in 
all other things, recoiled from 80 malodorous 
an act. He fell into disfavor. Bosa Croker, 
having killed a man himself, had no use for 
a M.iyor who was tiiui amiah about 
.itipoiotiiig mull kdleia iti <iliioo. .Miii kill- 
ing was to be " vinoic ilod," ai:d tho boaa 
oidoreil the elcoiion of a mayor, who ap- 
pointed tho favorite man-killer without 
litsitation. An ollicer of the State com- 
mitted ao act which was denounced by the 
l!::r AKSociation ns a crime, to deliver the 
Stale Senate into the bands of tho boaaea. 
He was rewarded by un ol)a(i|uious Cov- 
ernor with a seat on the higheiit juclictal 
bench of the Slate. Tho boaaea now unite 
in demanding that ho bo eontiiiucd in that 
seat by a regular nomination and election, 
not.although, hut i. .yk/-.-' he haa eoiir.Kitted 
that crime. The "vindication" of crime 
in their interest ia, by thia unholy .illianco, 
to be forced upon the people of the State. 
No people wore ever moro audaciously and 
systematically di Bed and insulted in their 
moral aeuse and their aolf rehpoct. 

The reader naturally emiuirea why free 
men and intelligent men submit to tho rule 
of such ignoble tyrants ? This is, indeed, a 
mystery which no ono attempts to solve.

Meaars. John Teaguo, Alexander Jack and 
Andrew Gray, the arbitrators bptwcon the 
Viotoria & Siiioey R.iihvny Coiiipuuy and 
tho Corporation of Victoria City, in regard 
to the value of certain land owned by the 
latter and entered upon by the former 
party for tho purposes of construction, bavo 
completed tho work placed in their liauda, 
the award made being lifted yesterday by 
the railway company. It brielly recites the 
case as aubniitted for arbitration, describes 
the pieces of land required by tho railway 
builders, and atutca that an offer of §50 per 
acre .was made by tho company and refused 
by the representatives of the city. The 
arbitrators then proceed : 

" We do award, settle, order and deter- 
mine that there is due from the said rail- 
way company uuto the said corporation the 
sum of three huudred and sixteen dollars 
{$'ilG) as and for the purohaca money and 
conipeuaation for the interest of the said 
corporation in the said lands so intended to 
bo taken aa aforoaaid, and for all damage to 
be sustained by the said corporation by 
reason of the severing of the said land from 
the other land of the said corporation, aud 
tho otlierwiao injuriously afl'ecling such 
other lands by the exercise by the said .-ail- 
way company of the powers contained in 
tb'.' said acts. 

" No p;irt of the above amount is awarded 
as eoiiipeiiaation for any poasiblo contamina- 
lion of lliu waters of I'lWi lake, aa in our

Madiiid, Oct, 5.— Tho war ofljco has or- 
dered all available men in Malaga to pro- 
ceod to iMelliln. Tho force will number 
30,000 men, and tho instructions given to 
the commanding genorala are to atfnok 
the Moors with tho utmost vigor. The 
government ia determined that the Moors 
responaiblo for tho ussuclt on Mol- 
lila shall bo promptly punished. 
Other troopg will probably be aeut from Se- 
ville. The Captain-General at that place 
has been ordered to hold the troops in rcani- 
ness to start for Morocco at once, should it 
be found the force already forwarded should 
pot, be strong enough to copo with tho 
Moors. Largo quantitiosaf munitions of war 
and provisions have already becnsentto Mel 
lila. Dispatches from Mellila say that 27,000 
Moors, including 6,000 oavolry, surround 
that place. The Hoors swear they will 
never permit the erection of a Spanish fort 
at Guriaruoh. Tho ministry here have do- 
cidod to erect tho fort at any coat. Rein 
forcoments uro being aont to the front us 
rapidly as poaaible. Tho gunboat Cuerva 
has arrived at Mellila and baa been shelling 
tho Moorish forts on the Riff coast all day.

Not only daily 
but hourly reporta reach here of additional 
tiisasters, iiiid with them coine aud lidiiii;s 
of ii'ore lives a.icrifie.:".' upon the altar of I lie 
atrirni king. From Baldwin comity come 
reports of great destruction to property, but 
no news id loss of life. All tlie reports are 
unaiiimous. For forty miles along shore 
the forests are devastated. Fvi ry steam- 
boat wharf, private v.liarf anil bath house 
along this entire slreteb of coiist succuinljed 
partially or v.linlly to the devastating 
power of the winds and waves. Many tuni- 
nier hotels and houses were either badly 
damaged or demolished. On both sides of 
tho bay were many villages, aoine of wdiich 
were totally destroyed. 'The number of in- 
habitants lost is unknown. A vessel is 
ashoro in Navy cove, and it is supposed the 
crew were all lost.

LAWYEES' E^HEEGENCIES. 



Some Instances When They Have 

to Be Quick-witted. 
I 

Althotiph the processes of law are 
jiroverliiiill^y slow, there are many occn- 
sious tvlien lawyers nmsl act with 
promptness where a lackof promptitude 
or Icnowledg'o of the law mtiy result ilis- 
nsti'ously to the interests of thoir 
olioiits. This is notably the cast' in till' 
(Irtiwinfj of wills. It often happens tliat 
a lawyer is roused out of bed late at 
night to po to the bedside of a ilyinj; 
p,';rsoii iiiul perfect a will, dispo.siiio' of 
liu-KC iinii.ii.illls (if property. 'J'o do this 
■^"it^i expedition, coinplyuit' witliiill tlio 
requisite forms while death is literally 
waiting at tlio door, is a task that re- 
([uires a m;m of cool head tuid solf-pos- 
ses.siiiii. Suri-oo-atos' eourts boar test i- 
mony to tlu' fi-i'<nione'y willi wliieli tlie 
wishes of testators havi' failed to 1h> 
carried out l.X'i-'uusi.' vi tin." fuilun.; to 
eoiiiply \vltJ>. Collie almost trifling detail. 
'-!'■' one casi' llie lawyer was so slow In 
iiKildii!,' out the ptiper that the testator 
(lietl heforo the' re<[uisite' formalities 
wore complied with. In another c;isc a 
quick-witted lawyer, wlio saw that 
there was not time to complete a will in 
a case where the property consisted of 
money in liank, adopted the e.vpedicnt 
of niakinLT out checks for the heirs, 1 
which were duly si<,'ned and acknowl- 
edgotl, ;ind the heirs got their money 
the next day, without being obliged to 
wait a year for executors. 

In commercial crises la'wyers have to 
do a good deal of quick work in putting 
husiness affairs in shape to meet an 
I'liii.'rgcnoy. 'riic baiilcrnpt generally 
(icsiros to save parts of the wreck for 
this or tluit creditor, or for rchilives, or 
for himself, and the papers must be 
drawn in due form to oUule the vig- 
ilance of the unfortunate creditors who 
got left. Hankruiitcy has become a 
speeitil branch of hiw, and there are 
sniuc lawyers who Inivi' beeome very 
expert at it, so thiit upon sliort n..tiee 
and with brief time in which to wnvk 
they can arrange the affairs of a litiiik- 
rupt firm so as to dispose of the tissets 
according to the wishes of their clients. 

There is room and need for quick wit 
in tfie actu;il tritil of cases in court. It 
is one thing to prcpari' .a I'asc with care- 
ful consideration of the facts and diu! 
application of the law to those facts. 
It is quite another thing to be able to 
handle a case in open court under the 
spur of competition with sharp oiipos- 
iiig counsel or a testy court. In every 
lar:re law firm the work- is divided lil;c 
t'.iat in a factory, and to etich is as- 
i-i'iued a partictilar p:irt of the case. 
'1 he one wild tries it must be a man of 
rapid ;i!'.'4'nient and re.'^onrecs. lie must 
lie al.il'.' to Incel surprises, to dlscei'il 
nu-n, to divine liiddeu motives, to snap 
tit the prejudices of jurors or judges 
and to seize the advantages of tlie ino- 
mont. There is no end of need for 
([uick wit in questions of identity. In 
an extradition case, which depended 
entirely niKin identity, the defendant 
liiid been fully idenliiicd. Tib' def.'ud- 
anfs counsel slyly got his client to 
change his coat in court with another 
man of similar appearance, and within 
a few minutes the witness was led 
easily to identify the wrong man. 

A <iuieli-\vitti'd and daring Western 
lawyer oiu-e stived a guilty client from 
sm-e conviction on a chargi' of ]ioison- 
ing. It was proved that thi" jioisoning 
luul been done by means of certain 
cakes, a portion of which was produced 
in court. When the counsel for the 
prisoner liad linislied his speech he said: 

"And these, gent lemeii of the jury, 
are some of the alleged poisoned cahes. 
We declare to you, gcntli-incn of thi' 
jtii-y. tlKit thi'se arc not poisoned cakt'S. 
'I'hey ;in- as harmless cakes as ever were 
made, ;m 1 in order, gentlemen of the 
jury, to slidw yon that these cakes are 
not ■ i>oisoncd, I will eat one, of tlieni 
right here in your jireseiK.'c." 

And he did cat one. lie took good 
care, however, to leave the room ;it the 
earliest opportunity and to mak-e a bee 
line for an adjoining room, where he 
had an emetic in readiness and iiii anti- 
dote. Hut the jury nover hetird about 
the eluet ie or the .-int idotc uii 1 i 1 t lie 1 a\v- 
yer's elieid, liad been ae(juitti'il. 

On another occasion a witness had 
been detailing with great minuteness 
certain conversations which had oc- 
curred several years before. Again and 
again the witness testified 1o ikliiics and 
d;i1es, ;ind precise words, and it bcctiiue 
jiecessar.y for his cross-e.xaminer to 
break him up. Tliis was done by a very 
simple device. \Miilc the witness wtis 
glibly rattling off his testimony the 
cross-examiner handed him a law book 
and stiid: 

'•Kc ad aloud a paragraph from that 
book." . . - . • 'v. 

' 'What for?" inquired the witness. ' 
"I will toll you after you have read 



it," said the lawyer, and the witness ac- 
cordingly read aloud a paragraph of 
most uninteresting mattor abput lands, 
appurtcfnances, and hereditaments. 
Then the Itiwyer went on and aslcod him 
a few more questions nbotil his ini'ino- 
ry, ;ind the witness w;is positivi- tluit, 
his memory was very good. .Sudtlenly 
the lawyer said: 

"liy the way, will you please repeat 
that paragi-aph you just read about 
lands, appurtenances, ond heredita- 
ment.''.','" 

"Wliy, of ciuifse I could not do that," 
rejilied the witness. 

"Vou inn.st liave ;i r|ueer luemory," re- 
torted the lawyer, "siin'c you eiiu re- 
peat things that you say occurred years 
ago, and you onu not repeat what you 
read a moment ago." 

The witness was nonplused, and the 
jury was obviously amused at his dis- 

uufiturt\ 

A quick-witted Itiwyer tliinks on full 
g:illop. Many successful cros.s-examin- 
ers have been men who could keep up a 
running fire of jokes and comments and 
never lose sight of the main point, wlio 
could le;id a witness along by suavity 
tmil politeness ;ind a.ei |ii ieseenee ;uid ap- 
parent obsei|uiou.. v;..ie;\.iec into pit- 
falls of contradiction. Such men will 
let a smart witness talk on until hi" 
drops some unfortunate expression that 
sulijects him to being poimccd upon 
and demolished at one fell swoop. 

A leading counsel for the defend- 
ant in ;in accident damage <'ase. when; 
the injury luul ln'cn oce:isioned by a jet 
of .steiun seiddinp llie coinphiiinmfs 
back a.'vl ni''-'k as lie was driving Ma^,l 
the defen,'l;inl-'s place, argued to the 
jury that llie plaintiff was guilty of 
contrilnitorv ne/'lig'-'uce and should 
have hioketi uj) to a""^'''' aecident. 
T'l'.e ijuiek-wittcil eonnsc' -f'"; Mu' com- 
plainant retorted: "Oh, no.' ^ '"^ 
loolced up, instead of suing for i^'amage 
to the liaok of our head we should h'^'Ve 
luid to charge you for the loss of both 
eyes." 

In ii trial for murder, where the 
killing was done hy shooting, the 
counsel for defendant made :i good deal 
of fuss and introduced a quantity of 
medical testimony to show that the 
wounded man had been unskillfully 
tn-ated. At the close of a confusing 
cross-cxamiuiition liy defendant's coun- 
.sel on the length of the probe used to 
iiiiil the ball, the direction of tlio wound 
iind the danger of probing, the di.strict 
attorney ])ut the qticstion very tcrsidy 
by asking: "l)iK'toi', \\ ,is it the prob- 
ing or the shooting that canso'il deitth'.'" 
Ja the trial for hurghiry the jii-ople's 
witness .showed that he was on watch 
in the hall when he heard some oni^ 
fumbling with the lock, ot tllO iloor. and 
that he then sl^/jy {urnod the knob so 
that the ihicf could come in easily. 
The glib-tongued lawyer for the 
pri.soner at once said: "Why, your 
honor, this witness was the real 
burglar, for it was he and not my 
client that really opened the door." 
Tl\e result of this timely reiinirlc \v;is 
th;i1 the prisoner frot oil' witli a light 
seiiteiiee for ;in ;itt»'Iiii)t ;it burf^larv. 

A go.al deal of quick' wm-k isoftcn re- 
quired of lawyers in the liliiig of liens 
on real estate or other property, in 
ciises where tne obligations are manj' 
and the assets few, and tlie first coiner 
is the only one who gets si rveil. A good 
de:il of wit is often displavi'd in the 
iiietliod ot .making a levy, llenjamin 
1''. liutlcr, when he was ;i young lawyer, 
gi it a wide reputation for sagacity by 
;ittaching the water wheel of a mill in 
an :iotion for debt. It used to be a coin- 
ino;i thing for la v.-yers obtaining jtiilg- 
nicnts tio-aiust the city to att;icli tlie 
pictures in the lioveruor's room of the 
city hall. 

A good deal of qtiick wit was dis- 
played by the late .Samuel .T. Tilden 
;ind his co-l:ib<n-ers. wIkj traeed the 
frauds of William .M. 'I'wccd and his 
followers so :is to put tlie cviiience in 
cle;ir slKijie lirfo'.-e a jurv. ."'^ueh work 
could hardly be done by any but great 
corporation lawyers in the habit of 
jrrasping .subjects comprehensively and 
of haniUing gre;it interests involving 
hirge aniinints of money and intricate 
details of business. — N. Y. Sun.

Kefasal of tUo Petition for the Estab- 
lishment of a New Con- , 
grcgatiou. 

Ee arrauffpnieut of the Suburban Mis- 
sions—Victoria Wi'st ami Cedar 
Hill Separated. 



TLo Ptuabytoi-y of Victoria reauined yes- 
terday morning, the same membera present 
as on the preceding day. 

Rev. D. A. Mucrae, from the committee 
appointed to confer with the reproseututivea 
of the petitioners for orgftni/.itiou aa a now 
congreHitiou, reported tliat they hud been 
unable to arris'o at a detiuito conclusion; and 
recommended that the matter be taken 
up at the stage at which it had been left the 
previous evening. This ^as agreed to, the 
mutter to be taken up at the afternoon sit- 
ting. 

The clerk Bubmitted and read a report of 
Rov. Dr. Kobertaon'a visit to St. IVuI'h 
Victoria West, Cedar Hill, Spring liiilge, 
and East Fernwood, as instrnctetl by ilie 
meeting of tho I'roabytery at Niinuinio. lie 
made a numbor of roconimendationa which 
were unanimously adopted by thu I'resliy- 
tery. These included that Cudar Hill, 
Spring Ridge and E lat. Fernwooil be erected 
into a mission and supply given by Presbyj 
tery in the usuiil way, and that a student 
misaionnry aluiuld be aecured at iirst until 
financial iiiiiMera could be arranged. fiUo 
that to remove the liabilities now reatiiig on 
East Kcnnvood and Spring Ridge miasiops 
tho church and manse board boaaUed to loan 
$700 on each building, 1 1 be repaid in live 
annual inatabnentf; and that an cllbit bt 
made to raise the aildiliunul 5.')00 in the ciiy 
of Victoria. That tho Preabyteiy pass a 
cordial vote of thanks to the two sooietiea 
owning the mission buildings for tho good 
spirit shown and the work done in connec- 
tion with these missions. 

The Clerk reported having received a let- 
ter fron\ Dr. Robertson, stating that the 
loans referred to had beeu granted by the 
church and njiasion board at Winnipeg, ami 
that Mr. Chisholm, a successful student of 
tho Manitoba Theological CoUece, would be 
appointed for thu oexc six mouths. 

Rev. Mr. MaoRue also expressed his will- 
ingness to continue supply at Cedar Hill un- 
til the arrival of the miasionary, and his in- 
tention to remove to Victoria West, to 
■which districG his labors would for the fu- 
tare be confined. He reported that there 
•was on hand at Cedar Hill upwards of $oOO, 
the result of the work of the Ladies' Aid 
Society, for the erection of a church, This 
he recommended should be kept in bank, as 
at present, until an opportune time to build. 

A report from D. Ross, appointed with A. 
W. Semple to canvass the congregation of 
St. Paul's, Victoria West, stated that the 
people had most cheerfully and willingly 
guaranteed the sum necessary to meet the 
increased expense consequent on the separa- 
tion of the Cedar Hill mission. Rev. Mr. 
MaoKae added that tho people had, so f ir, 
fully met all their financial engagements, 
besides reducing the rent on the building by 
from $200 to $300 a yaar, the latter being 
due to the efforts of tho Ladies' Aid Society. 

The appointment of Mr. Ross to the 
mission at Norchtield, and of Mr. Brown to 
that at Alberni, by the superintendent of 
missions, was confirmed. 

It was decided that the next ordinary 
meeting of the Presbytery would be held at 
Nanaimo on the third Monday of December, 
commenciog at 2:S0 p.m. 

The Presbytery then adjourned until 2:30 
in the afternoon. 

0KO.\NIZATI0N* nicj-usi-:!). 

The matter of the petition for the organ- 
ization of a new congregation was all that 
remained to be disposed of when the Presby- 
tery reassembled. 

The chair having for tho time being been 
taken by ReV. Dr. Campbell, the following 
resolution was moved by Rev. D. A. Macrae, 
seconded by Alexander Shaw: — 

" Whereas the petitioners desire organi- 
zation in the old Methodist church, corner 
of Broad street and Pandora avenue, and re- 
fuse present organization in any other part 
of the city, whereae tho old Methodist 
church, tho present place of worship, is 
within about 000 yards of St. Andrew's 
church, and about 300 yards of the First 
cburob, and the organization of u new church 
in 80 olose proxmity to these two churches 
is calonlated to weaken these churches 
which are cow struggling under heavy finan- 
cial respona'ibilitea ; 

" Whereas tho mission stations at East 
Fernwood and Spring Ridge are severed by 
the action of the Presbytery at this meeting 
from St. Andrew's church and the First 
church respectively, and thereby consider- 
ably weakened ; 

" Whereas it is tho expressed opinion of 
tho repreaeutalives of the petitioners as '.veil 
as of all other parties interested, that there 
is no need of a new organization in the 
vicinity of the present place of worship ; 

"Whereas, notwithstanding the most 
careful iiii)airies, tho Preibylery has been 
unable to ascertain wholher the proposed 
new organization will bo able to be self- 
sustaining or not. ; 

" Whereas the name of Rov. 1'. McF. 
Maclood is mentioned iu tho petition as 
that of pastor-elec'. of the proposed org uii- 
LZition, which is contrary to the law anil 
usage of the Presbyterian church in such 
cases ; 

WhereosRev. P.McF. Maoleod isatpresent 
under the censure of this. Presbytery, and 
therefore cannot bo appointed by tliia 
court ; 

Whereas the petitioners refuse organizi- 
tiott in James Bay, notwithstanding that 
the sessions of St. Andrew's, First church, 
tho missionary in ohorge of St. Paui'a 
ohuroh, Victoria West, and tho Presbytery 
are unanimoua in the belief that not only is 
there room, but much need of mission work 
in tho locality to overtake the work of our 
church ; 

" Resolved, That tho Presbytery refuse to 
grant tho prayer of the petition in its 
present form, but reconirneud that the peti- 
tioners proceed immediately to take the 
necessary steps to petition tho Presbytery 
for organiz iiion at u central point in James 
Bay district." 

Alex. 8hav/, tho seconder of the resolu- 
tion, being oidled upon said in his opinion 
tho petilioiiera had done wrong in coming 
before the Preabylory in tho contentious 
spirit shown. Were tho petition to be re 
written, without tho name of Rev. Mr. Mao 
leod, were they to cousent to organization 
in James Bay, and were Mr. Muoleod to 
withdraw bis appeal to the Synod, he had 
no doubt the whole thing dobld be settled in 
a few minutes. 

Some words of explanation having been 
given, the resolution was unanimously 
adopted, • 

TheCbairmani asked the representatives 
of the petitioners who were present in the 
audienoe, whether they aoq^uiesood in the 
deotslon of the Fresbyt^ry. 

J. H., Falconer replied that, by instruc 
tions from the petitionerB, he had on their 
behalf to protest against the deoisioD, and 



he craved fcr tho uooesaary extracts from 
tho minutes, as required by rule. The 
reasons for the appeal would bevhsnded fn 
within ten days as required. 

Rev. D. A. Macrae, Rev. A. B. Winches- 
tor, Rev, D. MacRao and Alex. Shuw were 
appointed a committee to deal with tho 
reasons given by tho petitioners for their 
appeal, and tho Presbytery adjourned.

His Royal Hiirlniess Defended From 
tho Charge of Cowardice by 
(General Herbert. 



Iu the Hottest Fire During the "Whole 
Battle of Tel-Bl- 
Kebir. 



General Herbert, general oommanding in 
Canada, who was a tiiember of the staff of 

tho Duko of Conoaught at tho battle of Tel- 
El-Kebir, referring to the recently published 
cable charging H.R.If. the Duko of Con- 
naught with cowardice, indignantly de- 
nounced it as cowardly. He said, speaking 
of the battle : " 1 can state positively that 
tho arrangements for the formation and at- 
tack were made days before hand. The 
position of tho Guarda was not dictated by 
the fact that the Duko of Connaught waa in 
command; it would have been thu same in 
any ease, Tho Guards held precisely the 
same position as that which they occupied 
at thu battle of Alma. No doubt for taotioAl 
reasons it was the oorroot situation for 
them to be placed in. One thing I can suy 
iu regard to the Duke of Connaught, is that 
lis only fauU while an action is in progress, 
o far as I could see, was his disposition to 
expoao himself unnecessarily. He was 
away abend of his brigide the whole time, 
and it is significant that his bugler was shot 
by his side. The Duke himself was in tho 
hottest ol tho lire the whole time." 

Referring to that portion of the press dis- 
patch which atai es that shortly before the 
battle coMimenoed Lord Wolseley recidvod a 
nieaaage from England, presumably from a 
liiuh personage, as a result of wliiuli tho 
formation was changed and theduiirda were 
relegattd to thu rear, tho General asked : 
"How could any newspaper correspondent 
know that General Wobeley received any 
such information as that which is implied ? 
On the faco of it the whole dispatch contra- 
dicts itself. Tho man who penned tho cable- 
gram did so for tho purpose of catering to a 
certain section of the conununily on this 
continent, but the truth was not ia him at 
the time. " 



" OVEIiTUKKS KEJEC TED. " 

Odd Fellows Sovereljju tir.md bodgo and tho 
Koniau Catholic Hierarchy. 

Bai.timork, Md., Oct. 5. — Fears are ex- 
pressed in Roman Catholic circles that 
tho recent action of the sovereign grand 
lodge of Oddfellows, confirming the posi- 
tion of the grand sire in refusing to 
furnish Archbishop Kalzer with u copy 
of the ritual of the order, will conaider- 
ably hamper the eflforts now in progreea 
which were substantially advanced at the 
late archbishop's congress in Chicago 
to secure the removal of the " ban of the 
church " from the secret fraternal societies 
that are still withont its pale. Of 
these the Oddfellows' fraternity is one of the 
argest,and had it shown a desire to co- 
operate with the prelates of the ohuroh it 
would havo helped itself considerably, not 
only in its own interests, but in that of all 
other societies that are as yet " unrecog- 
nized "by thochutch. 

It is given out that Archbishop Kalzer had 
no other object in rrciueating a copy of the 
itual of tho order than to da- 
ide whether it contained anything 
objectionable from a Roman Catholic 
st indpoint, and a pledge was oll'ered that 
whiteverthe ritual co tiinel ch' u d be 
held just as inviolible as the confidences of 
the church Itself. As the question now 
stands, however, the report of the Council 
of Arclibishops muat neceasirily state that 
the Oddfellow fraternity rejects tho proffer- 
ed "olive branch," and this fact, it is feared, 
will militate agtinat the other secret socie- 
ties upon which the Vatioan would be likely 
to look with favor. 



ALLEGED CONsULAE OUTEAGB. 

A U. H. UoiircsentiUlve Charged With Im- 
properly Treating an American 
Captain. 

San Fbanoisoo, Dot. 5. — A private letter 
from Nagasaki, dated Sept. 3, gives a atory 
of the brutal treatment of Capt. Grothe, of 
tho harkentino John Smith, liy the Consul 
at that port. Whilo tho vessel was at 
Kaiohinst, a sick sailor was sent by the uip- 
tain for treatment at Nagasaki. Dr. Ar- 
nold, an Koglishman, acting us U.S. 
Consul, ordered the captain to bo 
arrested for an unknown reason. A Deputy 
.Marshall was sent for him, and after the 
serving of the warrant Captain Grothe ac- 
companied tl.e ofiioer book to Kagasaki. 
On visiting Consul Arnold some words were 
exchaoged. Tho ConsUl orflered the Captain 
to give up the warrant of arrest, 
which ho declined to do. The 
Consul then recpiested tho deputy 
marsliall to take the document from the 
poSHeasion of C;aptain Grothe, who was at 
once seized, thrown down on the consulate 
lloor and the warrant taken from liim. Ho 
w as then fined for contempt of court. Having 
settled his account be left for his vessel. 
Captain Grothe will demand an investi- 
gation.

RUSSIAN BARRACKS BURNED. 

Narrow Escape of Between Four and B'lvc 
Hnitdreil SoIdlerB. 

St. Pbtersboko, Oot. 5. — Tho Newsky 
infantry barracks at Roslavi, province of 
Smolensk, was liurned last night. Before 
itll the men could bo roused the flames bud 
spread through moat of tho building, and 
about 400 ran out in their night clothes.

First Baco for the America's Cui) 
Spoiled for Lack of a 
Breeze. 



To Receive "Our Boys" To-niffht— 
New York Australian Match 
a Draw. 

New York, Oot. 0. — Tho first oontoat be- 
tween tho Vigilant (defender) and Lord 
Dunraven'a N'alkyrie (challenger), for the 
America's Cup, tliu trophy of tho Interna- 
tional Association repreeeating tho yachting 
supremacy of the world, ^iroved a disap- 
pointment to tho many thousands who 
poured out of Now York this morning — the 
greatest asseinblago of yachting enthuaiasts 
that America haa over seen. They cumo 
from all quarters of tho continent, and for 
thuir aocosBniodatioa every imaginable oraf t, 
from ocean steamer down to modest canal 
barge waa forced into service of eomo kind; 
the weather alono was to blame that tho 
race was not all that could have been hoped 
for, and ao the patient publio must submit 
to the fates that be and hope for dear skies 
and a fair breeze to- morrow. 

Dull and dreary clouda greeted the racers 
with tho coming of daylii(ht, and when they 
left thuir anchoroge, off Bay Ridge, a dismal 
miat buDg over the water. On bjard the 
American boat were C. Oliver Islao, bead of 
tho syndicate of owners, and Captain Han- 
sen, commanding, wilb a picked crow; Lord 
Duuraveu himself wna aboard the Valkyrie, 
with Cranfi.'ld at the wheel. 

Tho wind freaheiiing us the morning ad- 
vanced and niving proniiae of a racing breeze, 
t!ie racers towtil out and at \0:''0 t lie pre- 
paratory gun n-aa lired, u ith uie \'alkyiie 
lying about twenty lengtha to tho wind- 
waiil of her opiuioent and alioul eight tnilea 
olV Highland, (N .1). Aftir a little mur.u-u- 
veriug tho Kl,>rting gun waa tired and the 
race was c luineuced, with liio Vigilant 
heading — olliciul time; Vigiliant, IhL'.'i: 
Valkyrie, 11 :'J5 '1">. At 1 1 the Valkyrie 
waa rapidly cloaing the gap, both boats mov- 
ing along well, thu American under iiiuinaail, 
jib, club top sail, largo jib top anil and 
spinnaker, and the Valkyrie ahowing tlie 
same apread of canvaa minus tho jib. 

About half paat twelve the fog, which had 
belli banging like a " wet blanket " over the 
race, lifted, and tho watchers from Sandy 
Hook aaw the Vigilant leading the Hritibher 
by about one-eighlh of a mile, dpt. Cran- 
field appxrently working to cut away the 
Vigilant'a wind. Then the fog settled down 
and when the curtain was again lifted the 
English cutter was seen well in the lead, 
having made her opponent hunt for wind, 
and momentarily iooreasing the advantage 
gained. Again the fog shut out the boats 
from view. 

The briefest glimpses only were afforded 
by the unwelcome mist after 3 o'clock, and 
these BufiBced to show that at .3:50 the Val- 
kyrie still led though by a reduced margin ; 
in this order they rounded the stakeboat. 
At -1:15 tho Vilkyrio waa aeen from High- 
land coming up tho coaat with her spin- 
naker Bot, and leading her American rival 
by over a mile. All parties concerned had 
long ero this recogniis-jd that neither boat 
would bo iiblo to oave tune allowance, and 
buch proved the fact. The judges declared 
no raco, neither craft nuikiue it within the 
limit. Although tho Valkyrie rounded the 
stbkeboat '2U minutes in advance of the 
Vmilant, tho latter pulled up and rapidly 
recovered grouud on tho homo trip. With 
favorable weather the yachta will yet nuke 
tho greatest race America or thu world has 
over svitnesaed. The opening match will be 
Bailed over to-morrow.

" The Vigilant therefore has obout 1,000 
square fiet moro of sail on from ten to 
twenty tons less diapluCKinent than tho 
Valkyrie. For each ton weight the Vigil- 
ant h.ib about eighty tijuaro feet and the 
V^alkyr:u from «i.\ty-fivo to aixty-eight 
square feet of sail urea. From thia". facta 
this correspondent arguca that wo may be 
reasonably certain that ihe proportion of 
Huil area to total surface fricti(jn ia more 
favorable in the case of the Vigil mt than in 
tho cafce of the ^'alkyrie. If lliia be ao, then 
in light wind.", not develoiiiog more than 
six or Hevcn knota apetd, the Vigilunt should 
win. On tlie other hand, this correapondent 
points out that the Vigilant haa both great 
beam and great area of midahip auction aa 
compared with the Valkyrie, and it will be 
altogether unreasonable to conti^nd that 
her form ia as eaay to drive at high specda, 
say tou to twelve knots per hour, us the 
form of the Valkyrie. And he regards it 
probable, should the Vigilant meet the Val- 
kyrie in oircumstances fav'orable for very 
high speed, us twelve to thirteen knota, 
euob as reaching in a strong breeze, the 
former will be beaten in such race. Now, 
aumnjiarizing tho foregoing discussion, if the 
wind is light in all tho oup races, the 
Vigilant should keep the cup in America, 
becaUBO of her large Siiil area and bror<z ^ 
bottom. In any cumo, alio ahoulil win tlo^ 
raco to windwjrd and leeward, from lier 
superior (|UHlitiea of point ing and fetching 
high. fSliould tho wind be atrong in the 
other racea, ao that the Valkyrie will at- 
tain a twelve knot gait, tin,' Vigilant ia 
likely to bi; beaten in i>noh ntciia, mid tho 
Valkyrie, by winning thi ee out of live races, 
may take the cup back with her."

Itotli boats 
arc owned by Seattle parties. The Viutoria 
yacht Petrel, munnod bv (Captain H. R.
